|of polygamy. A mother, by writ of Aabeas corpus,
| brougnt her daughter of scventeen before the Judge
| askicg that the mother bave custody of the duugbter,
| who was then under tke control of a man named Pak,
| who claimsd her as a lawiu! wedded wite. 'The case
‘ coming up for bearing, it was shown that Puark, al-
| ready bad one wife, by whom he bad several chilaren,
|and that his twe wives lived with bima in the same
houss. The Juze decid:d that the seccnd marriage
was pot lawfal, bat & crime agaicst the lawa of the
United States, and therefore ruli and void. How the
second marriage was performed we do not kEnow, bnt,
irom the language of the jadge, there was somcthing

culiar about it, and we 1oier it was a process koowa
in ‘Mormondom as “sealing.”” In spesking of the cere-
mopy the judge says there is much in it sbout which
oae mighi cavil, and censure rests upon it.
